judgment. This law has greatly re- 
duced the amount of useless litigation 
and introduced a conspicuous element 
of common sense in the administra- 
tion of the law. 


Mr. Kibler had the law introduced 


In the legislature of 1909, but it failed 
to pass, but his persistency in urging 
its passage in successive legislatures 
was finally rewarded. 


'This law has especial application to 


the court of appeals, which is largely 
a reviewing court, and renders Kibler 
of peculiar fitness to enforce this lav, 
and put an end to much useless, pro- 
'onged and expe'nsive litigation.

nounced today that the time limit of 
the German ultimatum to Russia ex- 
pired at noon today. 


The North German Gazette, the of- 


ficial organ of the government, says 
that after the Russian emperor had 
given, the order for the mobilization 
of the entire Russian, army and fleet 
Emperor William seat a final tele- 
gram to Emperor Nichols in which 
he made it clear that his responsibili- 
ty for security of the German empire 
compelled him to adopt 
defensive 


measures. 


The German emperor continued that 


he had gone to the utmost limits in 
his efforts to preserVc 
the 
world's 


peace and that the responsibility for 
the calamity threatening the world 
did not rest on ihim. He declared that 
he had always been faithful to his 
friendship for the Russian emperor 
and tue Russian people and that the 
peace of Europe could still be main- 
tained if Russia 
would 
cease 
to 


threaten Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary. 


An official communication published 


today m the Xorth German Gazette 
savs the Russian Emperor on July 29 
telegraphed to 
Emperor 
William 


urgenrlj requesting him to help in 
averting the misfortune of a Europ- 
ean "war and to try to restrain his 
ally, Austria-Hungary, from going too 
far. 


Emperor William replied that he 


would willingly take up the task of 
mediator and accordingly diplomatic 
action was initiated in Vienna. 


While this was in 
progress the 


news that Russia 
-was 
mobilizing 


reached Berlin and Emperor William 
telegraphed to the Emperor of Rus- 
sia that his role as mediator "was by 
this endangered if not made impossi- 
ble. 


The communication adds that a de- 


cision was to have 
been taken in 


Vienna today in regard to the media- 
tion proposals in -which Great Britain 
had joined Germany but that mean- 
while Russia had ordered the 
full 


mobilization of her forces. Upon this 
Emperor William addressed a last 
telegram to Emperor Nicholas 
em- 


phatically declaring that his own re- 
sponsibility for the safety of 
the 


German empire had 
forced him 
to 


take defensive measures. 


The German Imperial Chancellor 


toda\ addressed a huge i/rocession of 
demonstrators 
from the window of 


his official residence making a stirring 
speech. He said: 


''At this serious hour in order to 


give expression to jour feelings for 
jour fatherland jou have come to the 
house of Bismarck, who

peror William the Great, and Field 
Marshal Von ^loltke welded the Ger- 
man Empire for us 


"We wished to go on living in peace 


in the empire which we have devel- 
oped in 4-1 jears of peaceful labor. 


"The whole work of Emperor Will- 


iam has been devoted to the main- 
tenance of peace 
To the last hour 


he has worked for peace in Europe 
and he is still working for it. Should 
all his efforts prove vain and should 
the sword be forced into our hands 
we will take the field 
with a clear 


conscience in the knowledge that we 
did not seek war. We shall 
then 


wage war for our existence and for tlie 
national honor to the last drop of our 
blood.
